The tribes engaged did not 
press the brigade d a rin g th e retirem ent, 
bat fresh tribesm en appeared. 
Captain R y d er’s com pany of Sikhs 
virtually ow ed th e ir lives to an A fridi 
sergeant of th e G uides corps, w ho, 
when th e Sikhs h ad exhausted th eir 
am m unition and w ere desperately c u t­ 
ting th eir w ay back th ro u g h the enem y, 
dashed up the hill u n d er a heavy fire 
with a supply of cartridges. 
He a r­ 
rived ju st in th e nick of tim e, as th e 
sw ordsm en of the enem y were already 
among th e Sikhs, w ho w ere absolutely 
unable, a fte r the heavy clim b and th e 
hard fighting, to co n tin u e a success­ 
ful struggle.

-I attended 
church yintcrday morning and paid 
close attention to the words of Rever­ 
end Swift, pastor of the Methodist Prot­ 
estant church. 
For his text he took 
this language : “ For from you sounded 
out the word of the Ixird.” 
Paul’s first 
letter to the Thessalonians, first chap­ 
ter aud first clause of eighth verse. The 
speaker pointed out the fact that the 
peed of truth is always good seed, only 
failing in bringing forth good harvest 
when it falls upon barren or unfruitful 
ground. 
He illustrated this feature first 
j by giving an account of the seed sent 
out to the people from the agricultural 
department of the government at W ash­ 
ington city, asking recipients to make 
report of the harvest therefrom, show­ 
ing that, in some cases, the report was : 
“ Splendid seed ; splendid crop; couldn’t 
ask for anything better.” 
A second re­ 
port came, after seed of very same kind 
had been sown : Seed no good ; harvest 
didn’t amount to anything; don’t send 
me any more of the stuff.”

in 
the 
seed; 
it 
was 
the 
recep­ 
tion, use aud conditions accorded it. 
Reverend Swift then spoke of the tares 
which grow up with the good grain,and 
which should ever and always lie rooted 
out at an early stage, in order that the 
good wheat might not suffer, but be sus­ 
tained and strengthened, receiving the 
a id o fa llth e essential elements which 
are so necessary to the reaping of a good 
harvest. 
The speaker said that he had 
not an iota of patience with the argu- ■ 
ment that yon must not uproot the tares 
for fear of uprooting the good grain, 
backing this assertion up with the 
statement that the blessed Christ always 
and ever enunciated the idea and princi­ 
ple that the tares should be uprooted at 
an early stage, when the uprooting aud 
destruction thereof had no material ef­ 
fect upon the harvest to be reaped ; and 
not wait until said tares had robbed the 
wheat of the essential elements of life 
contained in the soil, and so entwined 
themselves with and around the good 
grain, root and branch, as to render it 
comparatively useless when the harvest 
time came. 
Then came an eloquent application to 
the Christian and spiritual life, and, 
Mr. Editor, I was more than ever con­ 
vinced that the proper thing to do iii 
our churches is to root out the tares, and 
not permit the saloouist and his apolo­ 
gists (men who profess to be Christians 
and who rent their buildings for saloon 
purposes and uses) to continue their 
names upon the church records. 
My 
firm belief, founded upon the word of 
God, is that no church organization can 
succeed, and have the Master’s blessing, 
as long as such men are accorded a 
place in the membership thereof. 
I am 
not harsh in this statement. 
I am not 
unmerciful. 
I ain not pharisaical. 
I 
ain simply an humble follower of the 
meek and lowly Nazareue. 
And w hen 
the saloouist and the saloonist's land­ 
lord shall quit their vile and abomina­ 
ble business, and shall cry out, in 
anguish of spirit and contriteness of 
heart, “ Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved ?” I shall be the very first to gladly 
respond; “ Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved.” 
Root out the tares.

Tho new inaccnes are corremer»niy 
cheaper than the wooden produot, and 
weigh much less, which counts for 
* much in exportation. The sticks of tile 
matches consist of paper rolled together 
on the bias. The paper is rather string 
and porous, and, whon immersed in a 
solution of wax, stearin and similar 
substances, sticks well together and 
burns with a bright, smokeless aud 
odorless flame. 
Strips one-half inch in width am first 
drawn through the combustible mass 
and then turned by machinery into long, 
thin tubes, pieces of the ordinary length 
of wood or wax matches being cut off 
automatically by the machine. When 
the sticks are cut to size, they are dip­ 
ped into phosphorus, also by machinery, 
and the dried head easily ignites by 
friction on any surface.—Boston Tran­ 
script.

IR the spidt r. 
If there happens to be a 
web in the secluded corner of the porch, 
watch it carefully fo ra few days or 
weeks, and the spider will unfailingly 
predict the coming of storms. 
VT hen a high wind or a heavy rain 
threatens, the spider may be seen tak­ 
ing in sail w ith gnat energy—that is, 
shortening the rope filaments that sus­ 
tain the web structure, lf the storm is 
to be unusually severe or of long dura 
tiou, the rop?s are strengthened as well 
as shortened, the better to resist the on­ 
set of the elements. Not until pleasant 
weather is again close at hand will the 
ropes be lengthened as before. 
On the 
contrary, when you see the spider run­ 
ning out the slender filaments it is cer­ 
tain that calm, fine weather has set in, 
whose duration may he measured by 
their elongation. 
Every 24 hours the spider makes some 
alteration in its web to suit the w eather. 
If these changes are made tow ard even­ 
ing, just before sunset, a hue, clear 
night may be safely counted upon. 
When the spider sits quiet aud dull in j 
the middle of its web, raiu ir not. far 
off. 
If it be active, however, aud con­ 
tinues bo during a shower, then it will j 
be of brief duration, aud sunshine will 
follow.—Chicago Record.

To test the correctness 
of his work the bookkeeper takes off 
every month a trial 
balance, which 
consists simply of the debit balances in 
one column and the credit balances in 
another. 
If they foot up the same, the 
work has been correctly done 
If they 
vary, he must look for and find the ex 
ror or errors before the next month’s 
business is entered on the ledger. 
You can readily understand, there 
fore, why the trial balance is the book 
keeper's “ black beast,. ” We have known 
cases in which trifling errors have elud 
ed the most caresul search for several 
days and nights and even for weeks, | 
torturing the soul of the bookkeeper 
almost past endurance. 
But he has tc 
stand it, for the error must tie found
